WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 16,—All efforts of the Demo- 


crats to agree with the Bepublicans were abandoned today as a 
result of a few words from President Wilson. The President 
in a talk with Hitchcok intimated that even a discussion of 
amendments by Democrats was distasteful to him. He made it 
plain (hat those who were advocating mild reservations within 
the Democratic party were not in accord with his wishes. 


As a result of the new developments Hitchcock will begin 


early in the week a drive against the acceptance of any amend- 
ments, in any form whatsoever. While it is generally felt that 
there Is not the slightest possibility of any amendments passing 
the President has said that .the matter of amendments must not 
be.considered for a moment. 


The President told Senator Hitchcock whom he summoned to 


the White House, that the adoption of any kind of amendment 
would cause the United States to go to Germany "hat in hand*' 
to get acceptance of the alterations. If this should become nec- 
essary, the President intimated that he would refuse to be a 
party to the negotiations and would send Senators Henry Cabol 
Lodge and Philander Knox to Berlin to negotiate the new treaty.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 16,—All efforts of the Demo- 


crats to agree with the Bepublicans were abandoned today as a 
result of a few words from President Wilson. The President 
in a talk with Hitchcok intimated that even a discussion of 
amendments by Democrats was distasteful to him. He made it 
plain (hat those who were advocating mild reservations within 
the Democratic party were not in accord with his wishes. 


As a result of the new developments Hitchcock will begin 


early in the week a drive against the acceptance of any amend- 
ments, in any form whatsoever. While it is generally felt that 
there Is not the slightest possibility of any amendments passing 
the President has said that .the matter of amendments must not 
be.considered for a moment. 


The President told Senator Hitchcock whom he summoned to
